WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


publicans, repudiated in most of 
the past 32 years about as thor- 
oughly as possible in American 
politics, are still confused and 
divided almost a month after 
one of their worst calamities. 


They need more than some 


kind of agreement among them- 
selves bo end their intraparty 
strife. They need a policy and 
an attitude giving voters far 
more' Confidence in them than 
has . been demonstrated 
these 


past 32 years. 


Only. in this way can the two- 


pa'rty. system work, with voters 
willing to entrust control and 
direction of the government to 
e.ither party at fairly regular 
intervals..' ; 


Otherwise, Republicans 
are 


doomed to remain a minority 
party 'in 'danger of disintegrat- 
ing altogether. 


The confusion and 
division 


were' illustrated again this week 
when on the same day: 


1. Sen. Barry Goldwater, de- 


feated for the presidency in No- 
vember, stood firm against any 
other Republicans' attempt to 
throw out his hand-picked chair-. 
man^ of the party.'s .national 
committee, 38-year old- Dean de- 
feated Republican candidate for 
governor of Illinois, 
said he 


thought : Burch no longer could 
successfully lead the party and 
called for a change in Republi- 
can policy.

Tech Schools 
Will Try for 
Federal Aid 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Education Committee 
of the 


Legislative Council M o n d a y 
made a move toward convert- 
ing the 
state's four training 


schools into rehabilitational in- 
stitutions so they can quality 
for federal funds. 


The committee instructed Don 


W. Russell, director of the Ar- 
kansas Rehabilitation 
Service, 


to draw up proposed legislation 
to effect the change. The com- 
mittee and the boards of the 
schools will study the legislation 
before a final decision is made. 


The state could greatly ex- 


pand services of 
the 'schools 


without additional expenditure 
by making the schools rehabili- 
tational institutions, Russell told 
the committee. 


He said Arkansas now appro- 


priates $604,000 a year for the 
schools, and said $365,000 of this 
could qualify for federal match- 
ing funds on a 30-70 basis. This 
would bring an added $870,000 
annually. 


Russell also proposed operat- 


ing the state Commission on Al- 
coholism through the Rehabili- 
tation Service. The commis- 
sion's 
55,055 approp r i a t i o n 


would qualify for $130,000 in 
federal 
matching 
money, 
he 


said. 


Hoyle Houser, director of the 


Commission on Alcoholism, 
gave his unqualified support to 
the proposal. So did Mrs. Mar jo 
rie Crabaugh, chairman of the 
Girls Training School Board. 


Officials of the Boys Training 


School, the Negro Boys Train- 
ing School and the Negro Girls 
Training School gave qualified 
endorsements, 
but said 
they 


wanted to study the proposal 
further.

boards of the institutions would 
have to be abolished and the 
schools placed under the state 
Board of Vocational Education, 
which administers the Rehabili- 
tation Service.

WASHINGTON (AP) -

Dean Hurcli, beset by critics 
within his party, plans to take 
his case to the GOP National 
Committee with a letter spelling 
out his views on leadership and 
party issues. 


Burch said in an interview 


Monday, night that he would 
draft a detailed stirrimrfry of his 
6wn views and send it to the 132 
National Committee-, members 
who meet in' Chicago Jan. 22 
and 23 to decide, among other 
things, whether to retain Burch, 
chosen last July for his post by 
GOP presidential nominee Bar- 
ry Goidwatcr. 


Earlier, Burch said both he 


and Goldwater could accept and 
endorse a policy statement is- 
sued Saturday at Denver by Re- 
publican governors calling for 
GOP "leadership which clearly 
represents a broad view of Re- 
publicanism." Some governors 
described the statement as a 
call for Burch's ouster. 


Burch commented after 
he 


announced the resignation of 
•John Grenier, 
his right-hand 


man since July, 
as executive 


director of the National Com- 
mittee. 


The 
national 
chairman's 


statement brought an immedi- 
ate response from Idaho Gov, 
Robert E. Smylic, chairman of 
the GOP governors group, who 
denounced it as "a hollow and 
shallow promise" and "a des- 
perate reaction to the very ap- 
parent fact that the Republican 
National Committee is swinging 
heavily against 
him and his 


leadership." 


Gov. Mark Hatfield of Oregon 


said he thought "it would be 
very difficult to carry on in a 
more inclusive manner . . . until 
some very specific acts have 
been made which would demon- 
strate more than just words — 
actions as well as words." He 
declined to specify what actions 
he meant. 


But Colorado Gov. John A. 


Love, who expressed the hope 
last week that Burch would fie 
(replaced, said h e was "more 
than pleased" with the national 
chairman's statement. "I hope 
this will lead the way toward a 
greater unification of the party 


than we presently have," h€ 
said. 


Burch said he expects to send 


his letter to the members of the 
National Committee on Thurs- 
day. 


"It wilt deal with my attitude 


toward this squabble that has 
broken out," he said. "I want to 
put this whole thing into per- 
spective." 


The 36-year-old party chair- 


man said he will also take up 
questions that will face the Na- 
tional Committee at its Chicago 
meeting. "I want to outline 
what I think the real issues 
arc," he said. 


In their resolution the gover- 


nors said: 


"We strongly recommend to 


the National Committee that in 
determining its leadership at 
the forthcoming meeting in Jan- 
uary it adopt leadership which 
clearly represents a broad view 
of Republicanism and practices 
a policy of inclusion rather than 
exclusion." 


Burch 
said he emphatically 


disagrees "with any interpreta- 
tion that I have observed a poli- 
cy of exclusion" in serving as

Burch 
added: "Sen. Gold- 


water and I have discussed the 
statement in detail, and I can 
report that he concurs in the 
aims, .goals and needs for a 
broadly based Republican party 
dedicated to winning elections 
and serving the American peo- 
ple." 


"I pledge," he added, "that as 


long as I am privileged to serve 
as chairman of the Republican 
National Committee I will make 
every effort to assure the Re- 
publican party of the broadest 
possible base of support, par- 
ticipation and leadership by Re- 
publicans of every philosophy." 


Burch added a call for party 


unity, 
saying ail Republicans 


should seek strength that way,

Grenier, a Birmingham law- 


yer, was Goldwater's Southern 
regional director during the bat- 
tle for the nomination. He said 
he plans to, resume his post as 
Alabama Republican chairman.

Republican 
Governors

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re- 


publican governors are the most 
self-confident branch of their 
party at the moment, as they 
showed in a statement issued 
after their Weekend meeting in 
Denver. 


They got some reason for 


their confidence' from the 1964 
elections which were a disaster 
for the rest of the party,

While Republicans lost out on 


the presidency in the elections 
and in Congress dropped 38 
House seats and two in the Sen- 
ate, the party registered a net 
gain of one in governorships.

for the Republicans' future, the 
governors revealed the party's 
dilemma in national politics. 
They wound up sounding like a

Burch, handpicked by Sen. Bar- 
ry Goldwater to be chairman of 
the Republican National Com- 
mittee.
